FREEPING A 
QUIET 


How and When to Plant Seeds to Insure 
Good Crops—A Raspberry of Promise. 
' Some Points About the Way a Garden 


Should be Situated. 


The vegetable garden ought never to be 
in an orchard, or have trees or shrubs 
within it. for best results. The vegetable 
garden on a farm should be placed, when 
practicable, so as to be easily reached from 
the barn, to facilitate house cultivation. 
A gentle inclination to the south and east 


is the warmest, will give the earliest veze- | 


tables, and be best for corn, melons, 
tomatoes, etc., 
spring or early fall frost, because of re- 
ceiving the direct rays of the morning 
sun. An inclination to the north and 
west is later, suffers less in a droucht, and 
is the best for peas, cabbage, lettuce, etc. 
So it is an advantage in a large garden to 
dave both these exposures, but for small 
@ardens a gentle inclination tothe south 
and east or a level surface is the best. 
The arrangement of a small garden, 
when most or all of the work is done by 
and, is a matter of taste, but on the 
farm it is quite important to have the 
garden 60 arranged that most of the work

Age of Seeds. 

Corn wiil keep well on the cob, if it was 
properly dried, for several years longer 
than when shelled in buying seed cera, 
itis one of the easiest of gaits for botb 
horse and rider. 
The single foot differs somewhat from 
the fox trot. and has been described as 
exactly intermediate between the true 
trot and the true walk. Each foot ap- 
peers to move independently of the other, 

, with a sort of pitapat, one at a time 
motion, and it isa much faster gait than 
the fox trot.

The rack is not as fast a gait 
as the true pace; but is a very desirable 
gait in asaddie horse. In addition, the 
perfect saddle horse should be able to trot, 
pace and gallop, and should be quick, 
nervous and elastic in all his motions, 
without a particle of dullness or sluggish- 
ness in his nature. His mouth should be 
sensitive, and he should respond instantly 
to the slightest motion of the rein in the 
hands of the rider. 
A poor and clumsy rider, however, will 
800n spofl the best trained saddle horse in 
the world, and such a person should never 
be permitted to mount a horse that is ex- 
centionally valuable for that purpose. A 
‘“niug’’? horse and a “‘plug’’ rider may 
we'' vo together; but keep a really good, 
w trained saddle horse for one who 
~s how to enjoy this most health giv-

Science of Rail Splitting. 
| Almost any farm hand can split rails 
| but there is considerable science to be ob- 
rerved in the work. One man will rive 
| them with ease, while another equally as 
| stout will tug away and soon exhaust his 
sirength, with comparative small results 
| The reason of this great disparity is in 
| KnoWia how toxrpply the tools. Lut con 
| siderable advantage may be derived by an 
expert hand in having suitable tools. The 
best mau! to be used is made of a Knot 
and should be of medium weight, not too 
heavy to swing with ease. One iron 
wedge, quite slim, should be kept and 
used for starting the split; it is not apt to 
rebound, and if it should, it may be easily 
prevented by making a few checks with 
an axe near together, and etarting the 
wedge between them, or by rubbing the 
wedge in dirt.—Planters’ Journal. 


Lifting and Setting Posts. 


A convenient and desirable implement 
for taking up fence posts, says The Ameri 
can <Agrviculturist, consists of a stout 
pole of the sizo and shape of a wagon 
toncue. 


A CONVENIENT POST LIFTER. 


The thickest part of this pole, for abont 
fifteen inches frown the end, is shaped into 
a wedge. This is sheathed witha frame 
made of iron half an inch thick and two 
and @ half inches wide, and securely 
faster: ed with screws or bolts. The end 
shou!d be pointed and slightly bent up 
ward. The manner of using this con- 
venient implement is shown above in the 
fllnstration. 

Directions are also given for setting a 
gate post so that the gate will never sag 
and catch on the ground. Sometimes,

Remember that the 
post must be set plumb while the work is 
going on, as it can never be straightened 
after the mortar has ‘‘set."". Only durable 
posts should be used, and this method of

NEW FACTS ABOUT THE CONGO. 


The River Found to Have = Wider Ez- 
pausion Than at Stanley Pool. 

At its mouth the Congo river is of ear 
mous depth, but only 100 miles or so above 
Stanley pool Capt. Braconnier said a year or 
two ago that “steam lactches drawing barely 
two and a half feet of water have to “dl 
dragged along by our men.” H. H. Johnston 
mentions the same fact in his description 
of the Congo. ‘‘Our boat is constantly run 
ning aground on sandbanks,” be wrote. ‘It 
has an extraordinary effect to see men walk- 
ing half way over a great branch of the 
river, with water only up to their ankles, 
tracing the course of some hidden sandbank.” 
Stanly, Johnston, and othera attributed the 
remarkable shallowness of the river to its 
great breadth in this part of its course, but 
none of them knew how wide the river really 
is above the Kassai river. 

We now have some new light on this ques- 
tion, which is a very interesting one, because 
the Congo is next to the greatest river in the 
world, and new discoveries with regard to 
the river are apt to be onalargescale. Capt. 
Rouvier bas been surveying this part of the 
river, and he finds that for a distance of 
about fifty miies the river is much wider than 
was supposed. Its width, in fact, is from 
fifteen to twenty miles, a circumstance that 
has not been discovered before on account of 
many long islands, some of which have al- 
ways been taken for one shore of the river. 
It follows, therefore, that there is a vast ex- 
panse on the upper Congo similar to and very 
much larger than Stanley pool. Steambor%s 
have passed each other in this enlargement of 
the river without knowing of each othes’s 
proximity. It is easy to understand, there 
fore, how it happens that the Congo ie in this 
place so very shallow, while in narrow per- 
tions of the lower river no plummet line bas 
ever yet touched bottom. Navigation in this 
part of the Congo would be almost impomible 
were it not that here and there soundings are 
revealing channels deep and wide enough for 
all the requirements of steamboat traffic.— 
New York Scn. 


A Treelese Forest. 

Away down in Devonshire, in the south- 
western part of England, there is a very in- 
teresting tract of land. It is known as Dart- 
moor forest, and is so named im all old deeds 
and grants of land; yet, with the exception 
of asmall grove of dwarf oaks, it is almost 
entirely without trees! This strange contra- 
diction is said to be due to the fact of the 
greater part of Dartmoor having actually 
been a forest years ago, but it was so infested 
with fierce wild animals that the people were 
forced, in self defense, to set fire to the trees, 
and so, by degrees, the forest was destroyed. 

Certain it is that the soil of the moor is 
composed-of rich, black, vegetable matter, 
ani that remains of tree trunks have been 
found under the ground. Moreover, the peo 
ple of one district have, for generations, en- 
joyed the privileze of free pasturage, through 
a grant awarded their ancestors for services 
in destroying wolves in Dartmoor forest; for 
the same reason they are allowed to gather 
the peat which abounds in the fens or narshy 
lands, and which makes an excelient fuel. 
The atmosphere of the moor is nearly always 
moist and foggy. Indeed, the people whe 
live there say that— 

The west wind always brings wet weather, 
The east wind, wet and ould together; 
The south wind surely brings us rain, 
The sorth wind blows it back again. 
—American Agricu)lturist. 


A Senselese but Startiing Peat. 
Jobenn Richter, a 17 year old apprentice 
{in Vienna, a few days ago accomplisbed the 
eensesless but startling feat of climbing 453 
feet to the topmost point of the great tower, 
which is the glory cf the grand old 
cathedral of St. Stephen's in that city.

An aeccount says: No 
ee as be stole to the foot of 
the tower, watching for his 
scnpe's coat Sk paeetee ek 
back, and be;;an to clatter up the lightning 
conductor. Ere he bad got half way up his 
clothes were torn in a dosen places, his boots 
were split and the blood wes streaming frum 
bis fingere. But he hung on like grim death, 
taking advantage ef every chance protuber- 
ence, and after heroic exertions actually 
reached the summit. The slightest head 
swimuniog or the slightest nervousness aud he 
would have bern dashed to picces. y, 
he never lost his presence of mind, and in the 
morning when the Viennese lovked up at the 
cross of the old “Steffen,"as they 
call it, to their amazement tied to it they ssw 
a tiny bleck and yellow pennoa fluttering in 
the breese. Richter wae arrested by the 
police, but discharged by the court after e 
lecture.—New Orleans Times-Democrat.

Last week during a visit to Winnipeg with 
our local cncketers, an application was made 
by Mr. J. N. Kirchhefler, M.P.P., to the 
Local Government, which will probably re- 
sult in infusing new life into our branch rail- 
ways.. Now thatthe tenders have been re- 
eerved and centracts let for the Ked River 
Vahey railway to the boundary, it is apparent 
that there will be a surplus ever and above 
the cost of the road out of the appropriation 
weted therefor by the Local Legislature. Mr. 
Kirchhoffer has applied to have this surplus, 
whatever it may amount te, devote! to the 
promotion of the early construction of the 
branch lines and extensions in the western 
part of the province.

The Judicious expenditure of the surplus 
among these undertakings would without 
doubt be the means of having them pu-hed 
forward atan early date, and we trust that 
Mr. Kirchhoffer will succeed in accomplishing 
his much desired object.

Liuseed Meal. 

The difference between new and old 
process linsced meal at present is that 
the new process contains about 2 1-2 
per cent. less of the oil. The new 
process, some years ago, contained 1¢ 
per cent. of oil when pressed in thick 
cakes, but of late it is pressed in very thin 
cakes, and with the perfection of ma- 
chinery they press out all but 4 or 5 per 
cent. of oil. This is all the practical dif- 
ference between them, and they may be 
considered, practically, of the same value 
—the difference in the value of the oil 
would not, under any circumstances, 
amount to more than six or eight cente 
per 100 pounds.—Rural New Yorker. 


Horse Points. 

Take care not to overwork horses that 
are shedding their coats, and feed them 
well; also groom the animals thoroughly. 
Horses that have not been worked rezu- 
larly during the winter require good cure 
now. 

In measuring a horse or judging of his 
height and size, by sight, see to it that he 
stands on a level with yourself. Dealers 
are liable to stand a horse, if undersized, 
on higher ground, or if oversized, on lower 
ground than the intended purchaser. 

Reject a horse with a big, coarse head: 
do not look a second time at a horse witt 
wey @ long, slack back or with a hollow 


In many cases horses can go without 
shoes during the summer with advantage. 


BMevable Horse Stall. 


A plan of a movable division for double 
horse stalls is shown in the fllustration. 


HORSE STALL. 

It is simply composed of two planks e 
foot or less in width, attached to each 
other by closed iron hooks. They are 
hung at the front end to the middle of the 
manger, and at the other they are swung 
to a joist overhead, by means of a rod or 
strong rope. The attachment should t« 
so made that the back end can be let 
down, should 4 horse get his leg over the 
flexible partition. Being movable, and a 
foot or more above the floor, it is mucb 
less in the way while caring for the team 
than is the common stationary division. — 
Prairie Farmer. 


Horses Should Be Shod Lightly. 

**‘Let the shoe be as light and narrow 
wire as can be, and be consistent with the 
condition of the foot,” said David Styles 
in a paper on the horse, read recently be- 
fore a Massachusetts furmers' elub. ‘If it 
is a black hoof that is hollow on the bot 
tom, @ very narrow, light shoe or s0he ef 
all, as all soch horses can go nearly the 
year round without shoes. ry in fat, 
the wire must be wider aad ebor 
thicker; but don't load the horse’s feet 
with fron, with a two pound 6a each 
fuot; the horse Lifte pearly tous 
in four hours’ tread at sixty steps a min- 
ate.

I like to ses 
healthy, shiny hoofs, and as strong as hors 
itself, and thus they will be either by go 
ing barefoot or shod as near as possible by 
nature’s laws. Very few people know 
when a horse is properly shod. The best 
way is to throw the respunsibility on the 
shoer, and if he fails quit him after e
